DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment, filed on February 24, 2009 lias been entered and 
acl^nowledged by tine Examiner. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of the application has been withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 5 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach 
or suggest the method of introducing mercury into internal space of an electron lamp 
having the combination of the limitations as set forth in claims 1 and 5, and specifically 
comprising the limitation of rupture of the glass capsule containing mercury inside metal 
container with opening whose diameter is much less than the diameter of the glass 
capsule and intense evaporation of liquid mercury thereby resulting in a directional flow 
of mercury vapor which flow rapidly fills up the internal space of the electron lamp. 

Regarding claims 2-4, claims 2-4 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 
because of their dependency status from claim 1 .

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. USPN 2,415,895 to Lopez discloses sealed glass ampule 
containing required quantity of mercury and placed in a metal casing. JP 200123567 to 
Nagai et al. discloses mercury sealed in a glass capsule covered with a tunic containing 
metal particles which facilitates elevated temperature thus evaporating the mercury. 
USPN 4,907,998 to Kuijer et al. discloses mercury in a metal container placed in the 
exhaust tube and inductively heated for evaporation of mercury.
